“Good American Fool, One Meal 
in One Minute,” was tne preposter- 
ous legend across the front of a San 
Francisco restaurant which greeted 
the astonished gaze of M. Rene 
Puaux, chief of the foreign news ce- 
partment of Le Temps, upon his re- 
cent trip to America, which was 
made under the auspices of the Car- 
negie “Endowment for International 
‘Peace. “The tremendous pace of the 
Jife in America is simply terrifying,” 
M. Puaux remarked. “A meal in a 
minute! A skyscraper in a few 
months! The clanging and panging 
and bullding: up and tearing down! 
To what imeredible limit will not 
America go in the sacred name of ef- 
ficlency? It is a wonderfully inter- 
esting country, but the present gen- 
eration of Americans are not haapy— 
they are too busy being efficient and 
successful. They do not know how to 
live—they have not learned the art 
of doing nothing. They do not know 
how to eat or how to cook. Ameri- 


can cooking is rulmed because it 1s 


overly complicated. By constantly 
trying new refinements, Americans 
will destroy the dish and incidentally 
their stomachs.
